Press.] Four murderers of women, Patrick 
Packenham, Jack Lewis (colored), James 
Nolan and Ferdinand Carolin, were hanged 
in the yard of the Tombs prison this morn- 
ing.

He murdered a woman, who passed 
as his wife, in a small back room in a Stan- 
ton-street tenement. He butchered her with 
a hatchet. The deed grew out of a quarrel. 
Lewis and Nolan had 1 murdered his 
mistress. Like Carolin, both were hard 
drinkers. Packenham's victim wes his 
wife. He, too, was a drunkard.

A LEGAL VIEW. 


A SCHEME THAT PROVIDES 
“HOW NOT TO DO IT.” 


If the City Wants Sewers It Should 
Vote Down the Present Bonds 
and Begin Again—The Grounds 
for an Injunction by Santa Monica 
Specified. 


This is an address to those of our 
fellow-citizens who earnestly desire to 
take the quickest way for obtaining 
relief for our city sewerage and also 
the quickest way for obtaining the 
money required for that purpose. 

We think we can demonstrate to 
those who will calmly and intelligently 
consider the facts to which we herein 
refer, that the voting of the sewer 
bonds as now proposed by our City 
Council is the slowest way to the attain- 
ment of either of the objecis above 
stated: 

First—We all know that the con- 
struction of the lengthy and difficult 
Ballona sewer under the most favor- 
able circumstances, and without any 
delays from injunction suits, would re- 
quire as a mechanical , necessity at 
least two years to complete it to the 
sea, and that until it be entirely com- 
pleted not one drop of sewage can be 
deposited into it; so that probably not 
before the fall of 1891 could that sewer 
afford any relief for the accumulating 
sewage of the city—even if no obsta- 
cles be placed in the way of its con- 
struction. 

Secondly—We cannot reasonably an- 
ticipate that no obstacle will be placed 
in the way of its construction. On the 
contrary, no reflecting, intelligent man 
can expect anything short of the most 
obstinate, difficult and dilatory ob- 
structions to be presented against the 
carrying out of that scheme. 

The vote in favor of those bonds, as 
now presented, will most assuredly be 
immediately followed by injunction 
suits—perhaps in several different 
shapes—but all aimed at obstructing 
the building or use of this sewer. 

W suits as these may be instituted, 
wit: 

Ist. To restrain the issuance of 
the bonds applicable to this sewer. 

2d. To restrain the sale of such 
bonds it they should be issued. 

38d. To enjoin the construction of 
said sewer. 

4th. To enjoin the use of said sewer. 

That at least one or more of such in- 
junctions can be successfully obtained 
we think can scarcely be doubted, and 


surely no careful lawyer will venture 


the positive assertion to the contrary. 
For, in addition to the facts and 
circumstances calling for such injunc- 
tions in ordinary cases, there are pecu- 
liar and extraordinary facts and cir- 
cumstances in this case which eminent- 
ly address themselves to a courtof 
equity, and imperatively demand the 
exercise of its restraining powers. 

The peculiar situation and condition 
of Santa Monica and its environs; the 
peculiar objects and pu es for which 
that place has been settled and built 
up and improved, and for which it is 
now the resort of the thousands who go 
there for the enjoyment of its attrac- 
tions, are facts to be well considered, 
and especially in connection with the 
more important fact that the prosper- 
ity and very life of the place (including 
its environs». xtend 
the pre 


its atmosphe and bracing 708. 
These are considerations which pecu- 
liarly and especially cry aloud against 
the emptying of the sewage of Los An- 
geles city at a point whence all of the 
above-mentioned peculiar attractions 
and sources of life and prosperity would 
be endangered, if not actually de- 
stroyed. 

On the other hand are to be consid- 
ered the pecaliar situation, condition 
and circumstances of the city of Los 
Angeles, having on its south and south- 
east border many thousands of acres of 
porous, dry, sandy plains, hungering 
and thirsting for this same sewage, the 
use of which on those lands would 
cause the production of immense crops 
of valuable vegetation, and at the same 
time afford a ready, economical and 
harmless outlet for the city’s sewage 
for perhaps every day in the year. It 
also enjoys the further security for the 
disposition of any surplus sewage 
which may not be required on those 
plains in the few extraordinary oc- 
casions of heavy winter storms, in hav- 
ing the broad and sandy bed of the Los 
Angeles River, adjacent to those 

lains, into which such surplus could 
readily turned, and whence those 
high floods would carry it to the sea in 
so diluted a condition as to be imper- 
ceptible and harmless to any one. The 
said surplus sewage and sewage water 
in those extraordinary occasions would 
thus be returned naturally into the river 
whence the water was taken, 
and the city only exercising the 
natural right which she lawfully en- 
joys of using the Los Angeles River 
for her necessary and natural pur- 
1 right which can no more 
denied to the city of Los Angeles 
than the right to usethe riverSeinecan 
be denied tothe city of Paris. 

These and other similar facts being 
shown toa court of equity, and it thus 
appearing that the barbarous threat 
and attempt of Los Angeles to en- 
danger, if not ruin her neighbors of 
Santa Monica, as above referred to, 
would not only be fatally damaging to 
the people of the latter place, but im- 
mensely extravagant and wasteful,and 
entirely unnecessary for the city of 
Los Angeles. 

We must not delude ourselves by 
supposing that the question as to 
whether the emptying of our sewage 
on the shores of Santa Monica will be 
harmful or not to the people of that 
vicinage will hereafter be left to the 
neighborly conscience and decision of 
our City Council, who have so far 
taken pee themselves to decide that 
Santa Monica should take the, medi- 
cine, whether it be good or bad for her, 
and whether she likes it or not. Ou 
the contrary, we must henceforth look 
for our standing in the highest courts 
of the State, perhaps of the United 
States, where Santa Monica will oc- 
cupy a position of dignity equal to that 
of our own bullying municipality. 

We must recognize the fact that she 
will then bave risen from the suppliant 
attitude which she is now entreating 
for our forbearance, and, with elevated 
erest of defiance and indignation, will 
resist with the energy of desperation 
our barbarous attempt to outrage and 
destroy her. She has able and influen- 
tial men in her borders who know how 
and will dare to protect her rights, who 
have given us ample warning, that 
they will for that purpose employ the 
best lega! talent and resort to the high- 
est courts in our country to enjoin and 
prevent that Ballona scheme. It is 
thus plain to us all that our vote in 
favor of the bonds at the coming elec- 
tion means the indefinite postponement 
of the building of our sewer system, 


as now proposed, and also of the use of 
the money required for that purpose. 


For if our vote is i aa rot the bonds 
for that sewer, and / are tied 
up, or the building of sewer en- 
joined, how and we remedy 
our mistake? a difii- 
cult question to aug The Cit 
Council will have exba

If, on the contrary, We vote against

Of the Ballona Ontfall and’ Storm 
Drains, 

While it is generally ¢onceded that 
this city needs sewers, there is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the manner of 
disposing of the sewage matter. 

If the plan of the City Council, to 
run the sewage-matter by means of an 
outfall sewer to the sea, be carried 
out, and the population of this city 
should increase as we hope and be- 
lieve it will, ina few years the larger 
part of the water of the river, and 
8 the entire stream. will find 
its way through the outfall sewer to 
the sea, and if this water, withdrawn 
from its present use for ation, goes 
to waste, the gardens and orchards, 
now owing their life to irmgation, will 
die, and the land in the viéinity of Los 
Angeles be stripped of its charm and 
beauty. 

We cannot put too much stress upon 
the fact that the water of Los Ange- 
les River must be used for irrigation, 
and not be permitted to run to the sea. 

In this semi-tropical ¢ountry, with 
an abundance of land and a scarcity 
of water, the general fagming produce 
depends on the quant ot moisture 
more than on the land; a drop of 
water ought to be permitted to run to

feet wide for nearly the whole distance 
of six miles; the sewer as proposed 
would be within a distance of about 20 
feet from the center of the track. The 
heavy jar of trains passing would crack 
the brickwork, and in time destroy it, 
unless kept in 3 at à constantly- 
increasing expenditure of money. 
That portion of the route passing 
through the Cienega rancho, à distance 
of about three miles, is covered with 
water during the winter, and even in 
summer the water stands within six 
inches of the surface. The ground is 
soft and elastic. Theconstruction ofa 
brick sewer on such ground and subject 
to the jar of heavy trains would, to say 
the least, be a difficult and very ex- 
pensive undertaking, and most unsatis- 
factory in results—in wae is doubt- 
ful if it could be maintained in passa- 
ble repair. a 

For a long distance the proposed 
route crosses the Ballona ranch, the 
surface of which is nearly: level and 
only a few feet above tide-water, and 
during the winter months is subject to 
overflow. The soil is soft, and the con- 
struction of a brick sewer under such 
conditions would be expensive 
and unsatisfactory in resale. aving 
but little, if any, fall, it would be nec- 
essary to increase the size of the sewer 
materially, so that it maybe of the 
capacity of the upper end. It is more 
than probable that it would be found 
necessary to use an irom pipe for at 
least two miles of the distance, so that 
the sewage may be discharged under 
pressure across this flat land. As to 
the storm-drains, it is t be said that 
the natural fall of our north and south 
streets is just enough, ud not too 
much, to carry off the sewage. If the 
pipes are not too large they will nat- 
urally flush and scour themselves; if 
the pipes are too largé, the sewage 
becomes more diffused, the stream 
more sluggish, and a sédiment is de- 
posited on the bottom. “Now, if we 
make the drains large enough to carry 
off storm water with the sewage, we 
will have destroyed the “utility of the 
sewer. More than this, we shall have 
positively vitiated the system. For 11 
months and 20 days of the year we will 
say these combined storm and sewage 
conduits are to be utilized: for sewage 
alone. For 10 days they may carry storm 
water as well. Now, the storm water car- 
ries with it gravel, stones, sticks and 
every sort of rubbish. This detritus is 
liable to lodge at the bottom, and 


when, after. the rains are over, 
the sluggish Stream of sew- 
age starts again, the pre- 


cipitation of foul matter will be greater 
than before. With this accumulation 
of filth and the — stream of 
sewage, the large vacant space of the 
conduit would be filled with noxious 
gases, and our so-called storm-drain 
and sewer conduit would become 
simply an elongated cesspool. We 
ought by all means to ayoid the com- 
bination of these two systems. The 
storm-drains should be entirely de- 
tached from the sewers. —

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 23.—[To the 
Editor of THE Timés.}] Though only 
a visitor here from the East I venture 
to make some remarks upon the sewer 
question, which occupies the attention 
of the community so largely, and 
which I find so fully discussed every 
day in Tur Times and other papers of 
Los Angeles. The question is a vital 
one, apparently, for this place, Santa 
Monica. It seems to threaten its very 
existence as a summer resort or water- 
ing place. 

A portion of the sewage of New 
York city is carried down the bay and 
dumped into the ocean outside of 
Sandy Hook, several miles beyond the 
shore line, and yet at Coney Island and 
other bathing places, much 22 is 
at times washed ashore to the serious 
annoyance of frequenters of these 
places. The odor is exceedingly of- 
fensive. And yet it is seriously ve 
posed to peg the sewage of 
Angeles into t 
cumstances vastly more unfavorable 
than those cited above. The current 
here at our bathing beach is a strong 
one flowing northerly. From the point 
proposed for the discharge of the Los 
Angeles sewage it would not apparently 
take more than one hour to bring it up 
to the bathing beach here, and there 
seems every probability that the water 
would be contaminated and the beach 
made foul with some portion of the 

arbage or ooze continually flowing 

nto the sea. 

The current at times might carry it 
out to sea, but at other times witha 
strong wind blowing in shore, as is 
often the case, some of it would be 
emptied upon the beach. This would 
seriously injure and probably ruin the 
place. can say very positively that 
were Ja visitor from a distant State, 
looking for a place of residence for my 
family, I could never be induced to 
spend a day, or think of a sea bath, in 
such close proximity to the discharge 
of the sewers of alarge city. 

It would be so easy to go to San 
Diego or some other seashore place 
that the average traveler would never 
hesitate for a moment. 

This is all I propose to write, but I 
cannot resist the opportunity to speak 
of the financial side of the sewer 
question. Therecent political disturb- 
ances and conflicts among your munic- 
ipal authorities are quite enough to 
lead a stranger to believe that the 
management of the construction of so 
extensive, expensive and complicated 
a system of sewerage must be in dan- 
ger of mal-adminstration. It would 
be utterly impossible for the city of 
Los Angeles to manage such an un- 
dertaking with the throughness and 
economy which an indvidual or a 

rivate company would secure. The 
astern States,from Maine to Texas, 
show the risk of municipal extrava- 
nce and mismanagement in engineer- 


ing works of city improvements in the 
way of paving, sewers and kindred 
works.

Williamsport, Pa., with city improve- 
ments is saddled with several millions 
of debt, which hang like a mill-stone 
upon the necks of her property-owners 
and taxpayers. 

Elizabeth, N. J., has been prac- 
tically bankrupt for several years from 
extravagance in expenditure for city 
improvements, and is carrying several 
millions of debt without much hope of 
getting rid of it. Her authorities and 
citizens have been resorting to every 
imaginable expedient and evasion to 
avoid the forced sale of private prop- 
erty to meet this debt. 

This list can be easily extended. It 
seems scarcely possible that Los An- 
geles will ever be able to consummate 
the work of the proposed sewers with- 
out running beyond the original esti- 
mates. It is not the building of a sec- 
ond Panama Canal, it is true, but it 
certainly ig the making of a long line 
of sewer, some of it over difficult 
ground, and, if newspaper reports are 
true, a part of this must be elevated 
aqueduct work. 

et the people of Los Angeles be 
warned in time before they enter upon 
such an undertaking, which threatens 
to injure, if not ruin, their most beau- 
tiful suburb, and to be a serious bur- 
den upon their financial resources.

In the.¢ase of cities which expect bo 
utilize sewage for irrigation, the 
area of sewage land is thus added to 
the surface of contaminated exposure 
over which the air supply has to flow. 
In the case of the city of Los An- 
geles, the only practicable direction 
or outfall which is free from the fore- 
going objections is toward the south, 
along the course of the Los Angeles 
River. The route westward toward 
Santa Monica, which is directly in the 
line of the prevailing daily seabreeze, 8 
While better than nothing, if nothing 
else were available, is thus objection- 
able, not only on account of the final 
outlet at the sea, but also because of 
the proposition to utilize the sewage 
for irrigating to some extent lands 
lying between the city and the sea, 
and over which the daily seabreeze 
must pass before reaching the city. 
Even apart from the relative cost, I 
consider, from a sanitary point of 
view, the disposal of the sewage upon 
the sandy lands well south of the city, 
in the district lying east of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad and below the cit 
limits, far preferable to the propose 
line to the sea. : 
Another point in the question of an 
ocean outlet, and one of exceeding im- 
portance, is this: Even though the 
sewage should work no injury the 
present town of Santa Monica (and 
yet I believe it would, for the tendency 
of sewage isto work laterally great 
distances along the shore), the time is 
coming when, with the heavy popula- 
tion which will center in MD about 
Los Angeles and the neighboring 
towns, all the water-front of the Santa 
Monica gap will be needed as a sum- 
mer seaside outlet for the people.

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BRUTAL ASSAULT 


MADE BY JAMES VELSIR ON 
HIS EX-WIFE. 


He Wrecks Her Parlor and Beats 
Her Senseless — Mrs. Dean 
Also Assaulted—Culmination of 
an Unhappy Married Life.

Mrs. Velsir was taken out into 
the front yard, and every effort made 
to revive her, but without success, and 
she was finally taken into the house 
and put to bed, and medical aid called 
in. After working with her for an 
hour or two, she was restored to con- 
sciousness, but it is believed that she 
is very badly injured, as she complains 
of severe pains in the head and in the 
region of the spine. 

hile the reporter was at the house 
Dr. Bicknell arrived, but did not give 
any opinion as to the extent of Mrs. 
Velsir’s injuries. Mrs. Velsir’s attor- 
ney, George J. Denis, had also been 
sent for, and was present at the house, 
and, after consultation with the Doc- 
tor, called on the District Attorney, 
and will have a complaint sworn out, 
charging Velsir with assault to murder. 

As near as can be learned, the as- 
sault was the outgrowth of family diffi- 
culties that have extended over a 
period of several years. Velsir came 
to Los Angeles trom Nevada some 12 
years ago, and was for a long time 
master mechanic in the Southern Pa- 
cific shops in this city. At one time 
he stood very high in the community, 
and was for one or two terms a mem- 
ber of the City Council. A year or 
two ago Mrs. Velsir filed a petition for 
a divorce, but this was withdrawn, 
and affairs were patched up between 
the couple for a short time. There 
was, however, another break between 
them, and for the past 12 months they 
have been living apart. 

On the night of the Fourth of July 
last, Velsir met his wife on Spring 
street, and slapped her face. She then 
again instituted divorce proceedings, 

which are now pending. It is said that 
Velsir has frequently made threats 
against his wife, and yesterday morn- 
ing told his little son that he was ‘‘go- 
ing down to the house and cut his 
mother’s wind-pipe.’’ The child told 
Mrs. Velsir this, which caused her a

THE Ballona people talk of piping 
the outfall sewer 600 feet into the sea. 
Have these ambitious gentlemen any 
idea what this means? The work of 
driving piles at a distance of 600 feet 
from the shore is equivalent to the 
building of an important wharf. Has 
any estimate been made of the expense 
of this work? 


THE discharge of sewage into the 
water front of San Francisco has cre- 
ated sueh a fearful stench that a re- 
cent visitor retreated to Oakland to 
sleep. and vowed that he would return 
to Cincinnati the next morning. Com- 
menting on this, the Chronicle says: 

There is no reason to doubt the story, and 
even though there may be the extenuating 
circumstances of a very low tide and a very 
high order of olfactory nerves, it shows in 
a forcible manner how unpleasant a plain 
truth sometimes is. The city front smells 
like old bilge water at its best, but when 
the tide is out and the air is hot and wind- 
less it smells just as this Cincinnati man 
has picturesquely said: Like “fifty gallons 
of asafetida mulled down to half a pint;“ 
that is, like the concentration of all that is 


horrible in the way of stenches. 


AN engineer, who is at present visit- 
ing Santa Monica from the East, has 
an interesting communication in this 
issue, in which he very clearly points 
out some striking disadvantages of the 
Ballona outfall scheme. He shows 
that the discharge of the sewage into 
the ocean at Ballona would threaten 
the very existence of Santa Monica; 
and that such discharge near New 
York, under far more favorable cir- 
cumstances, has resulted in a very 
great nuisance to neighboring com- 
munities. He also touches upon the 
financial side of the question, and 
shows how a number of eastern com- 
munities have almost bankrupted 
themselves in attempting similar work 


FROM A LEGAL POINT OF VIEW 
Anothérinstallment of the address 


to the people from the committee 


charged with the investigation of the 


85 | sewer question, is published this morn- 


ing. This portion of the address deals 
with the legal side of the question. 
The main points made are as follows: 

The voting of the sewer bonds, as 
now proposed by our City Council, is 
the slowest way to obtain a sewer 
system. 

Under the most favorable circum- 
stances, the construction of the Ballona 
sewer would require at least two 
years. 

This sewer is certain to meet the 
most obstinate, difficult and dilatory 
obstructions. 

The vote in favor of the bonds would 
assuredly be immediately followed by 
injunction suits. 

Such suits. as these may be insti- 
tuted: 

First—To restrain the issuance of 
the tonds applicable to this sewer. 

Second—To restrain the sale of such 
bonds if they should be issued. 

Third—To enjoin the construction of 
said sewer. 

Fourth—To enjoin the use of said 


The peculiar situation and condition 
of Santa Monica strongly protest 
against the emptying of the sewage of 
Los Angeles city near there. 

On tke other hand, there are, on the 
south and southeast of Los Angeles, 
many thousands of acres of porous, 
dry, sandy land which need this sew- 
age. Near there is the broad, sandy 
bed of the Los Angeles River, into 
which any winter surplus could be 
readily turned. 

Santa Monica will take energetic 
steps to arrest what she considers an 
outrage, employing the best legal tal- 
ent, and resorting to the highest courts 
in the country. The bonds would then 
be tied up. How could we remedy the 
mistake? 

On the other hand, if we vote against 
the bonds, we could at once go to work 
on a practicable system, the bonds for 
which would be voted unanimously 
and sold without question. 

Thus, it is plainly shown, from a 
legal standpoint, that the way to get a 
speedy and satisfactory, setilement of 
the sewer problem is to vote No“ on 
the 30th. : | 

Tue Trves will, from day to day, 
present this matter from various points 
of view, so that all who desire to arrive 
at a true comprehension of the case 
may have no difficulty in doing so. 

Neither Tne Tres nor any of the 
gentlemen who have united to thus 
place the matter before the public 
have any private purposes to subserve. 
They are all men whose homes are 
here, who are interested in the prog- 
ress and prosperity of the city. They 
want sewers, because they know that 
sewers are a necessity, and just be- 
cause they want sewers, they ask the 
citizens to vote against the extrava- 
gant, impracticable, and altogether 
preposterous 51, 280,000 Ballona scheme, 
which only means delay, disaster and 


In ͤ a communication to the Herald 
J. W. Potts makes the following very 
pertinent points regarding the con- 
ducting of the sewage and storm water 
combined into the Los Angeles River 
in the winter season: 


If the sewage from a larce part of the 
city can be turned into the river in the 
winter time without detriment to the peo- 
ple, when, st to statements that 
have been repeatedly made, it seldom 
reaches the ocean, but must remain in the 
river at the point where the water ceases to 
flow, then the remaining part of the sewage 
can certainly be used and plowed in on the 
sandy land in that vicinity without injury 
to the people in said locality. But there 
is another and very serious objection 
to running the sewage and storm 
water both in the same _ aqueduct. 
It is- well known by Mr. Eaton and 
every other engineer and zanjero and 
Street Superintendent, and hundreds of 
others, that there never has been a flume or 
aqueduct or pipe-line laid down by any 
engineer in the city or vicinity for the pur- 
pose of conducting storm water or zauja 
water from the river, that did not, withina 
short time after running the water into it, 
fillup from one-fourth to one-half tull of 
sand. When this is done, after our winter’s 
rain, does the City Engineer propose to have 
the sand cleaned out of these storm water 
sewer drains, or does he 28 to let the 
sewage run over and filter through this 
sand, and thus create a worse nuisance than 
to let it remain covered up in cesspools, as 
itnow is? It seems to me that the city 
would be in a worse condition for sewers 
with the sewer half full of sand and all this 
filth running over it, than it would be to 
have no sewer at all; and to clean it all out 
and take it off and — it, as it would have 
to be, would be a terrible job. 


THOSE SAN DIEGO REFINERIES. 


We published yesterday a dispatch 
from Pittsburgh announcing that Cali- 
fornia capitalists had placed an order 
for 75 sceel oil-tank cars; the same par- 
ties, it was stated, having built large 
refineries at San Diego, and intending 
going. heavily into the refining busi- 
ness. It was stated as their intention 
to ship their product in their cars from 
Pittsburgh to their refineries in Cali- 
fornia, where it is to be refined and 
shipped in boat tanks to the Sandwich 
Islands and East. 

This morning we have another Pitts- 
burgh dispatch, giving what purports 
to be further particulars of this heavy 
scheme. It appears asif some one at 
Pittsburgh must have been giving the 
Associated Press correspondent a 
“till,” for what purpose can only be 
conjectured. Nothing is known on 
this coast of the refineries referred to. 
Even the San Diego Union, in com- 
menting upon this news, is constrained 
to admit that the dispatch ‘presumes 
a knowledge of the matter to which it 
relates at this end of the line which 
does not exist.“ 

We should rejoice to see San Diego 
get the biggest refineries in the world, 

but it will need something more than 
dispatches to establish such works.

INDIAN AGENTS’ REPORTS. 


Too Much Whisky in Montana— 
Lawlessness Elsewhere. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Acting Indian Commissioner 
Belt bas received a telegram from Agent 
Ronan at the Flathead Indian agency, in 
Montana, in which he says that the trouble 
with tho Flatheads at Domersville, which is 
100 miles from the agency and off the 
reservation, was undoubtedly caused by 
whisky. The Indians, he says, buy from 
the people at the head of the Flathead Lake 
all the liquor they can pay for and drunk- 
enness is very frequent among them. One 
Indian has n killed. e agent is 
making an investigation. 

The Indian Bureau has received though 
Indian Agent Cole, at the Coiville (Wash.) 
agency, a reply from Special Agent Weiton 
to a letter of inquiry relative to the arrest 
of certain Indian murderers on the Colville 
reservation. ‘The special agent in his letter 
to the agent says that after learning tbat 
only Territorial courts have jurisdiction in 
such cases, he made a complaint to District 
Attorney Jones, who refused to prosecute, 
on the ground that he did not think, if ar- 
rested and held to appear, any grand jury 
could found that would — —

another, as such act was not particularly ob- 
jectionable or unpopular with the white

DENVER (Colo.), Aug. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gov. Cooper of Colorado 
has received a strong protest from the citi- 
zens of Routt county, Colo., asking the 
Governor to give them relief and protection 
from the roving bands of Ute Indians that 
have been furnished with permits to leave 
their reservation on White River for the 
purpose of hunting in the adjoining coun- 
ties, where they are at present slaughtering 
game merely for their hides. Not content 
with this pastime, they do not hesitate oc- 
caslonally to kill a fat steer belonging to 
some ranchman. or to borrow the ranch- 
man’s horses and forget to leave their own 
worn-out ponies in their places. 

Two years ago these same Indians were 
permitted to leave their reservation on the 
same kind of an errand, and it ended by 
several lives being lost on both sides and a 
cost to the State of about 000 in order 
to drive them back to their reservation. 
The citizens of Koutt and the adjoining 
counties have not forgotten how their fel- 
low-men were shot duwn in cold blood by 
the blood-thirsty savages, and how they 
were compelled to leave their ranches and 
take their families to Meeker, Glenwood 
Springs and other towns for safety. They 
are determined not to have a repetition of 
two years ago, and will try to avoid all 
trouble with the Indians until the proper 
officials can have time to induce the Indians 
to go back to their own homes, and where

but prompt and effective action on the part 
of the Federal Government will prevent 
trouble.

THE MOST ORDERLY CITY ON 
THE PACIFIC COAST. | 


What the Council Will Do—A Horse 
Transaction—Six Months in the 
Police Department—Local Intel- 
ligence — Here and There - Per- 
sonal Gossip. 


PASADENA, Aug. 28. [Correspond- 
ence of TUR Times.] There is any- 
thing but a rush of business in the 
police department; in fact, the officers 
have been enjoying a veritable vaca- 
tion while on their beats. This city is 
among the most orderly in the United 
States, and during the past year there 
has been but one hitch, even among 
the officers themselves. Marshal Mc- 
Lean has kept his docket clear of ex- 
isting complaints, and what few there 
have been, disposed of them in short 
order. Internal dissensions among 
the officers of the law are an unheard- 
of complaint this year. It is a striking 
contrast over last year, when the Shaw- 
Mundell affair occupied the attention 
of the Council nearly eight weeks. 

The city has now two night officers, 
Strang and Clapper, while during the 
day Officer Robbins goes the rounds. 
The Marshal and the Constables also 
pay some attention to the city’s deport- 
ment during the day. 

The only unpleasantness which has 
sprung up during the past three 
months has been six arrests of drug- 
gists for violation of the anti-liquor 
ordinance. These arrests were effected 
through the employment by the city of 
an informer, spy or smelling commit- 


tee. 

The police receive better salaries 
than in most towns of the same popu- 
lation in the East, but lack uniformit 
in dress, and display a lack of drill. 
The salaries are $75 a month. The 
informer is paid $25 for each convic- 
tion and the special attorney $15. 

During the past year, or just about 
11 months ago, a police commission 
was organized, the Shaw muddle prov- 
ing that even a small police force can- 
not get along 

From the docket, a small book gen- 
erally locked up in the Marshal’s 
office, the following entries were ob- 
tained: 

During February, the shortest. 
month, occurred the largest number of 
arrests—for disturbing the peace, 1; 
drunks, 4; yagrancy, 17; total, 22.

A HORSE IN COURT. 

A very interesting and peculiar 
horse case was tried before Justice 
Vanderlip and a jury of six men this 
afternoon. About ten days ago Kel- 
logg Bros. brought suit against W. B. 
Quantrell for an alleged debt of $80. 
‘Lhe case was decided in favor of the 
Kelloggs, but appealed. An attach- 
ment was made on the second-hand 
stock of Quantrell, and among the 
many things sold the Constable offered 
for sale a 8200 horse valued at one- 
fourth that sum. While conducting 
the auction the Constable was handed 
aslip of paper. On unfolding it he 
found it was a demand by Mary J. 
Quantrell, wife of the defendant, for 
the possession of the animal, which 
she claimed was her property. That 


- Officer paid no heed to the slip of paper 


and sold the horse from under the 
hammer. Another lawsuit followed, 
brought by the wife for $150, the value 
of the animal. One witness and the 
Constable testified that the “plug”

HIGHWAY OF HISTORY. 


The Battle of Bladensburg Which 
Led tothe Burning of Washing- 
ton City—St. Bartholomew Who 
Was Flayed Alive—Massacre of 
St. Bartholomew. 


Today is, for Americans, an anni- 
versary of humiliation. The battle of 
Bladensburg, which was followed by 
the burningof Washington, was fought 
August 24, 1814. The Secretary of 
War, Armstrong, had been frequently 
warned by George Winder that Wash- 
ington was in imminent peril of de- 
struction by the enemy, but the Secre- 
—————j|tary, in his obstinate blindness, re- 
fused to give heed to the advice. But 
when Cochrane appeared in the Chesa- 
peake Winder was given,whén toolate, 
a carte blanche to do what he pleased. 
A flotilla, consisting of a schooner and 
thirteen barges, was run up the Patux- 
ent River to defend Washiugton. Gen. 
Ross, with 5000 British troops, landed 
to destroy this flotilla. Seeing no 
chance of escape, Barney blew up the 
flotilla and joined Winder, upon which 
Ross pressed forward toward Washing- 
ton, Winder having but 3000 men, 
mostly undisciplined milita, to oppose 
this large force, On the night of the 23d 
the British lay within 10 miles of the 
capital. Uncertain whether the cap- 
ital or Fort Washington would be the 
point of attack, Winder placed a force 
at Bladensburg, four miles off. and 
closely watched the other roads. Early 
on the 24th he was informed by a 
courier that the enemy were marching 
on Bladensburg. The overwhelmin; 
numbers of the enemy made the peri 
j but a sharp engagement fol- 
owed. Although Winder had 7000 
men in all, they were so scattered that .

his 26 pieces of cannoh, 20 were only 
six-pounders. As the enemy pressed 
down the hill to the bridge, they threw 
rockets, but were met by the cannon. 
At first repulsed they pushed across the 
stream in the face of a deadly fire. A 
terrible conflict ensued, when another 
shower of rockets caused the militia to 
break and run. This disposed of the 
first and second American lines. 
Barney and his flotilla men met the 
charge, and were at length driven back. 
The Americans lost 26 killed and 50 
wounded, while the British loss was 
500 killed, including many officers of 
distinction. Barney was too badly 
wounded to be removed, and was cap- 
tured and afterwards paroled. Winder 
afier this ordered a retreat. 
On August 24, 1778, New Jersey ac- 
cepted and ratified the old Articles of 
Confederation. 

ST. BARTHOLOMEW. 
One of the twelve apostles, who is be- 
lieved to have traveled on a mission to 
America and to have suffered martyr- 
dom there by being flayed alive, is St. 
Bartholomew. A knife consequently 
became the emblem of St. Bartholo- 
mew, as may be seen on many of the 
old Clog almanacs, formerly in use, At 
the Abbey of Croyland there used to 
be a distribution of knives on each St. 
Bartholomew’s day, in honor of the 
saint. 
THE MASSACRE. 


was regarded in the sixteenth century; 
but the private views of the Queen 
mother, the atrocious Catherine de 
Medici, were also largely cohcerned. 
After the death of her husband, Henry 
II., she had an incessant struggle dur- 
ing the reigns of the boy kings, her 
sons, who succeeded, for the supreme 
ower. It seemed within her grasp 
ut for the influence which the Hugue- 
not leader, Admiral Coligni, had ac- 
uired over the mind of Charles IX. 
‘his young man was a semi-maniac, 
and was never happy excepting when 
taking the most violent exercise, rid- 
ing for 12 or 14 hours continuously, 
hunting the same stag for two or three 
days, only stopping to eat and reposing 
but a few hours during the night. In 
his mother’s absence he had agreed 
with Coligni to assist the Dutch against 
the Spaniards. When Catherine re- 
turned, she found herself supplanted 
by the Huguenot leader, whom the 
King kept half the night in his bed- 
room, calculating the number of his

marching. From this moment the 
death of Coligni was determined upon. 
The occasion of the marriage of 
Henry of Navarre and Princess Mar- 
garet was seized upon; all the Hugue- 
nots of rank followed their leader to 
Paris; a gallery was erected for them 
outside Notre Dame, and all was con- 
cord and festivity between the warring 
factions, but on the 22d Coligni was 
shot at from a windew 
by a _ follower of the Duke 
de Guise and wounded in two 
places; his party was highly indignant 
at the outrage, crowded around the 
house and threats of vengeance were 
heard; these were used by the King's 
relatives to convince him that he and 
all around him were in danger of im- 
mediate destruction, if he did not order 

a general massacre. The leaders of

l’Auxerrois was to toll at midnight as 
the signal. From the balcony of the 
Louvre, which opened out of the ball- 
room and looked into the Seine, the 
guilty mother and trembling son 
watched the slaughter. The affair was 
a blunder as well as a crime. It was 
heard of with horror thoughout Eu- 
rope and greatly weakened the politi- 
faction which perpetrated it. 

The great London saturnalia, the 
Smithfield fair, on the anniversary of 
St. Kartholomew’s day, died a linger- 
ing death in 1855, after flourishing 750 
years. Originally held for trading pur- 
poses, it had long survived its claim to 
toleration, and had become a great 
public nuisance.

One pound of uncooked 
beef from the upper part of the round, 
chopped fine, with the yelk of one egg, one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsiey, one of 
butter, and two of bread crumbs, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, three dashes of black pepper; 
mix all the ingredients together, then pour 
intoaroll about six inches long and four 
inches in diameter, wrap in greased paper, put 
in baking-pan, and bake in a quick oven 80 
minutes, basting twice with melted butter; 
when done remove the paper, place the roll in 
the center of a hot dish, and serve with brown 
sauce poured over it. For the sauce melt one 
tablespoonful of butter, stir until dark brown; 
add half a tablespoonful of flour, mix well; 
add halfacupof milk, and stir continually 
until it boils; salt and pepper to taste. 
Span Cream.—One pint of milk, quarter 
of a box of gelatine, two eggs, half a cup of 
sugar; pour the milk on gelatine, and let it 
stand one hour, then putit on a stove, and 
let itcome to a boil; add yelks and sugar 
beaten together, cook one minute: then take 
from the fire and stir in the whites beaten to 
a stiff froth; flavor with a teaspoonful of van- 
Ula: pour into molds that have been dipped in 
cold water. This should be made the day be- 
fore it is to be used, and the eggs and gelatine 
will separate.
